Furthermore, no working examples on 
hown to exemplify a method for directly providing fuel to the heart tissue of a patient. Finally, with the regards to the quantity of 
experimentation needed to make and/or use the invention based on the content of disclosure, the level of experimentation needed based 
on the unpredictable nature of the invention and the extreme breadth of the claims, one skilled in the art could not use the claimed 
invention without undue experimentation. 
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
